A motion was adopted lim- 
iting nominating speeches to thirty 
minutes, and seconding speeches to five 
minutes. 

Underwood's Name Offered. 

When Alabama, the first state on the 
roll, was called, the chairman of the 
delegation announced that William B. 
Bankhead, son of Senator Bankhead, 
would speak. He placed in nomination 
Oscar W. Underwood. 

Bankhead concluded at 11:18 p. m., 
and the Alabama delegates leaped 
cheering to their seats. They were 
joined by the Georgians and other Un- 
derwood delegates, Underwood banners 
and Underwood pictures were held far 
aloft. The band played “Dixie.”

Leaders Now Admit President 
Would Have Lost if Roose- 
velt Had Compromised. 


Washington, June 27.—With the re- 
turn. to Washington of many of the 
repuDlican leaderg who aided in the 
Taft, the 
president learned for the first time 
that there were minutes during the 
Chicago convention when his nomina- 
tion hung by a thread. 

Colonel Roosevelt, according to one 
leader, had the opportunity within his

The 
president told callers today that to 
Mr. Roosevelt he owed his nomination 
in 1908, and to Mr, Roosevelt, more 
than to any other man, owed hig re- 
nomination last Saturday night. 

Although some Taft leaders profess 
there never Wag any danger of defec- 
tions in their ranks, others are known 
to have openly talked of a compromise 
candidate and to have made advances 
to some of the adherents of Colonel 
Roosevelt. According to reports, these 
offers went to Mr. Roosevelt and they 
were turned down. He would not lis- 
tem to talk of a third man, and the 
Taft leaders, seeing “no opportunity to 
get together,” went, ahead and nomi- 
nated the president. 


Compromise Sought, Says Hadley. 


Cedar Rapids, lowa, June 27.—Gov-' 


ernor Herbert 8S, Hadley, of Missouri, 
today confirmed the statements of 
Colonel Roosevelt and Comptroller 
Prendergast, of New York, that Taft 
leaderg had offeréd at Chicago to seat 
the Roosevelt delegates from Wash- 
ington and Texas if Roosevelt would 
consent to the nomination of Governor 
Hadley or some other third man.

| BY GOVERNMENT 


Taft to Ask Congress for Cash 
to Keep Machinery 
Moving. 


Washington, June 27.—President 
Taft finished his special message urg- 
ing congress to pass a joint resolution 
providing money to run the govern- 
ment after July 1 until the supply bills 
are acteg upon just a jittle too late to 
met it to the house today before it ad- 
journed, 

The message now cannot go in until 
Monday and it looks as if a tem- 
porary tie-up of the government busi- 
ness might result. 

Attorney General Wickersham an- 
nounced at the white house that all 
anti-trust activities would be suspend- 
ed until congress passeq the sundry 
civil apropriation bill or a joint reso- 
lution extending the operation of the 
present sundry civil pill beyond July 1. 

“The trusts are trying to get 
through congress what they can’t get 
through the department of justice,” he 
said. 

The today made the first 
the sovernment from 
the embarrassing situation arising from 
the failure of congress to pass many 
of the large supply bills. 

Despite its agreement to transact 
nothing but “morning business” dur- 
ing the democratic convention, it ap- 
pointed conferees to meet representa- 
tives of the house on the legislative 
appropriation bill. This carries the 
Salaries and mileage of members of 
congress, the judiciary, the president’s 
salary and many other items, none of 
which can be paid after July 1 unless 
the bill is passed and signed by the 
president. It is said he will veto it 
because of the provision which dol- 
ishes the commerce court. 

Unless some action is taken on the 
army appropriation bill and the navy 
appropriation bill before Monday 
practically all the navy yar<s will Jay 
off their men and army officers will 
be without pay. Government officials 
were confident today that congress 
would meet the emergency with a 
blanket resolution extending all pres- 
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ent appropriations into the new year. 

Failure of congress to appropriate 
money for the federal government ig 
increasing the surplus in the treasury, 
and will cause the treasury department 
to make a much better showing for 
the fiscal year, officials declare, than 
anticipated. The surplus today 
aggre to nearly $12,000,000. This 
is due mot only to receipts from the 
law, but also to the fact 
that the general deficiency and other 
appropriations bills for this year which 
would have drawn large sums out of 
the treasury have not passed. In view 
of the remarkable situation it is gen- 
erally believed the entire proceeds 
from the corporation tax law would be 
a surplus, the receipts from customs 
internal revenue practically paying 
all the expenses of the government for 
the fiscal year. Months ago it was cal- 
culated that the surplus for the year 
would be $10,250,000. 

Alarm lUnnecessary, Says Fitzgerald. 

Baltimore, June 27.—Representative 
Fitzgerald, chairman of the committee 
onappropriations of the house of repre- 
sentatives, today gave out the follow- 
ing statement relative to the failure 
of comeress to make appropriations 
for the fiscal year beginning July 1: 

“Much unnecessary alarm is being 
oceasionéd about the money to conduct 
the business of the government after 
the 30th of June. The senate agreed 
that no Dusiness would be done tnere 
between June 15 and July 1. It would 
be futile for the house to take any 
action while the senate is impotent 
to transact business. 

“Representative Underwood and 
self have a perfect understanding 
about the matter. The house has pass- 
ed all the appropriation bills. That 
they nave not been enacted into law 
is due to the failure of the senate and 
the action of the president in vetoing 
a bill that has met with the approval 
of congress. 

“On the ist of July a resolution, 
which has already been prepared, will 
be passed by both branches of con- 
gress and presented to the president 
for approval which will continue for a 
time the sums now available for the 
public business. If everyone retains 
his seat and no one gets alarmed the 
necessary business of congress will be 
done without undue excitement or im- 
proper delay.” .

Convention Hall, Baltimore, June 27. 
After the South Dakota contest had 
been settled, the Wilson delegates 
winning, the report of the committee 
on permanent organization was then 
presented. It nominated Ollie James, 
United States senator-elect from Ken- 
tucky, as permanent chairinan; E. E. 
Britton, of North Carolina, as secretary, 
and Urey Woodson as associate secre- 
tary. The other offices were ‘filled by 
the selection of the temporary officers. 


A committee escorted the big Ken-j; 
tuckian up the center aisles, while del- | 


egates and galleries cheered and the 
bend played “My Old Kentucky Home.” 

When Mr. James reached the plat- 
form Judge Parker introduced him as 
“one of the greatest leaders of Amer!i- 
can democracy.” 

Mr. James, looming higher over the 
other men on the platform, began his 
speech. 

Made Mrs. Taft Smile. 

Mr. James’ speech, bristling with 
comments on President Taft, was lis- 
tened to by Mrs. Taft with close inter- 
est and an occasional smile. 

When Mr. James said: “I believe Mr. 
Roosevelt was right when he said he 
made a mistake in recommending Pres- 
ident Taft,’’ Mrs. Taft did not smile, 
“but,” added Mr. James, “I think the 
people would make a bigger mistake 
if they took the man who recomended 
him.” 

Then a broad smile spread over Mrs. 
Taft's face. Mr. James’ first reference 
to Mr. Bryan brought a great wave of 
cheering from the floor and galleries. 
There was no effort at a demonstration, 
however. 

High Tribute to Bryan. 

Mr. James’ reference to Bryan, whicna 
brought the delegates up cheering, was 
as follows: 

“The progressive spirit that sweeps 
this country now is called by some the 
principles of the progressives, by oth- 
ers the doctrines of the insurgents; but 
back yonder when a voice in the west- 
ern wilderness cried out for them, they 
were called the vagaries of Bryan. the 
dreamer. However much we may dif- 
fer in national conventions upon minor 
questions, all just men must admit 
that the one living American whose 
name will shine in history studded by 
@ thousana flaming stars along beside 
that of Jefferson and Jackson, is that 
of William Jennings Bryan, of Ne- 
braska.”’ 

The delegates rose and cheered the 
ohairman as he concluded. 

“He's a bear, boys; he's a bear!” 
yelled one of them amid laughter and 
renewed applause. 

Senator La Follette, the republican 
progressive, arrived in the convention 
hall as Mr. James sat down and was 
escorted to the platform. He had hard- 
ly reached there when a motion to 
recess until 8 o’clock was put and ecar- 
ried. The delegates were tired and 
wished to postpone the nominating 
speeches until tonight. Senator La 
Follette declared that he had merely 
eome to the convention to look on. 

Address of Ollie James. 

Ollie James spoke in part as follows’ 

“I congratulate the democrats of the 
nation upon the fortunate auspices un- 
der which we havé assembled, No 
charge of bribery hovers above this 
hall, no cry of thief and robber is 
hurled by one fellow democrat at an- 
other. No soldiers stand in reserve to 
keép us from each other’s throat.

The Two Records. 
“There are two records that will be 
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Here are snapshots of some of the 
leading figures at Baltimore, in attend- 
ance at the democratic national con- 


presented to the American people in 
the coming campaign for their consid- 
eration. One ig the record of the re- 
publican party, with promises defiantly 
betrayed, and the other is the record 
of the democratic party, of promises 
faithfully and honestly kept.

They raised the tariff high- 
er than ever before, unti] it reached its 
maximum of protection, being 47 per 
cent. 

“The democratic party 
its record in the sixty-first congress 
upon the Payne-Aldrich tariff bill, to 
the American people, and it received 
from them a verdict of guilty against 
the republican party and the bestowal 
of power upon ourselves. How faith- 
fully we have kept our promise is but 
a resume of our offictal action. 

What the Democrats Did. 

“Having control of only one branch 
of the jawmaking power, we undertook

This was 
the one schedule that President Taft 
himself had said was too high, that it 
was only made possible by reason of 
the strength of the woo] trust in the 
east and the wool growers in the west, 
but he could not veto it because he 
would have to veto all the other four- 
teen schedules of the tariff bill. This 
bill went to the senate,and though it 
was controlled by the opposition party, 
we found sufficient assistance from the 
ranks of our opponents to pass it up 
to the president. 

Taft Begins to Veto. 

The president returned it to the 
congress of the United States with his 
veto, and assigned as his reason that 
he had no tariff board report, and was 
therefore uninformed upon the ques- 
tion, and for this reason returned it 
with his disapproval. We undertook to 
pass this bill over his veto. Our con- 
stitution requires two-thirds to accom- 
plish this. 

“We had more than 100 majority in 
favor of the passage of the bill, his 
veto to the contrary notwithstanding. 
We lacked only eleven votes of having 
the ._necessary two-thirds to pass it 
through the house of representatives 
over the president's veto, 

“And today the wool trust stands not 
behind a majority of the lawmakers of 
the republic, but behind the veto of 
the president and the eleven more 
than one-third of the representatiyes 
of the American people, picking ‘the 
pockets of the shivering poor. The re- 
publican party became so arrogant and 
confident that this character of rob- 
bery would continue to meet the favor 
of the American people that they bold- 
ly wrote into their platform of 1908 a 
declaration that the tariff should not 
only equal the difference in the cost 
of production at.home and abroad, but 
should be high enough in addition to 
this to give a profit to the manufac- 
turer here.

THOUSANDS RUSHED DOORS | 


OF THE CONVENTION HALL — 


TO SEE CLIMACTIC SESSION 


Convention Hall, Baltimore, June 27. 
Delegates to the democratic national 
convention filed into the convention 
hall today prepared for a long and ex- 
citeqg session. It was expected to be 
the climactic day, the end of the long 
campaign waged by the presidentia! 
aspirants, But as they came into the 
hall these delegates aparently were 
as much at sea as ever as to who 
would be the nominee. Boomers of 
the various candidates were ready to 
start demonstrations and counter 
demonstrations and it seemed certain 
that the delays. would be such as to 
throw the actual balloting late into 
the evening. 

Many Rumors Afloat. 
All sorts of rumors were afloat as 


to deals and combinations during the 
forenoon, but not one of these seemed 
to have a trustworthy foundation. The 
supporters of Woodrow Wilson, 
heartened by the so-called Wilson- 
Bryan victory last night in their fight 
for abrogation of the unit rule that 
would have ‘bound ali the members of 
a state delegation to the views of @ 
majority, were claiming that the New 
Jersey governor would sweep the con- 
vention today and secure the nomina- 
tion. They expressed the hope that 
Mr. Bryan might be induced to come 
out squarely for Wilson and felt that 
if this could be brought about ulti- 
mate victory was certain. 

There was renewed talk of Mr. 
Bryan’ himself as the nominee today, 
some of the so-called conservatives 
being quoted as saying that so long 
as the naming of a progressive seem- 
ed inevitable, it might be just as well 
to have Mr. Bryan lead the fight for 
a fourth time. Some of’ Mr. ryan's 
friends indicateg that the Nebraskan 
apparently was cont nt with the posi- 
tion he now occupies in the conven- 
tion, the right to name the candidate 
being all but conceded to him. 

Supporters of Champ Clark were 
claiming the nomination with as much 
outward confidence as ever as they 
gathered for the day's session. 

“There has been and will be no de- 
fection from the Clark strength,” read 
a statement put out from the speaker's 
headquarters. 

“Dark Horse” Talk Decreases. 

“Dark horse” talk died away a lit- 
tle today, and while many candidates 
were mentioned, there appeared to be 
a consensus of opinion that the fight 
lay among the supporters of Wilson, 
Clark and Bryan. Mr. Bryan had not 


‘committed himself on the question of 


the presidency in any way up to the 
time the convention met. 

Mrs. William H. Taft, wife of the 
president, was a visitor at the conven- 
tion today, having a prominent place 
in the guest gallery. she was enter- 
tained by Mrs. Hugh Wallace, wife of 
a delegate from the state of Washing- 
ton. 

The order of business as the conven- 
tion met was further consideration of 
the report of the committee on cre- 
dentials. The majority report was 
presented last night, the minority 
findings being delayed until today. 
The majority had unseated ten Wilson 
delegates in South Dakota and given 
their places to Clark men, and this 
was expected to precipitate a lively 
fight. The credentials committee also 
dealt with factional troubles in sev- 
era] states, including [Tllinois, and it 
was predicted that two or three hours 
might be consumed in disposing of 
the credentials matter. 

Then the report of the committee 
on permanent organization was sched- 
uled to be taken up, with the conven- 
tion ready to ratify by acclamation 
the choice of Senator-elect Ollie M. 
James, of Kentucky, as permanent 
chairman. These things disposed of, 
the delegates looked forward to the 
long series of nominating and second- 
ing speeches anq finally to the ballot- 
ing O Ngee presidential candidates. 

No on anticipated a choice on the 
first ba, t, but the line-up on the 
initial vote was awaited with keenest 
interest. 

At 12 o’clock Chairman Parker had 
not taken his place on the platform. 
A big squad of police filed in and the 
sergeant-at-arms stationeg policemen 
10 feet apart in every aisle. A double 
row of police was placed in front of 
the press stand, where the scuffle of 
last night occurred. Despite these 
added forces, the sergeant-at-arms was 
unable to prevent crowding in the 
aisles. 

Chairman Parker reached the plat- 
form at 12:10 o'clock and conferred 
with Parliamentarian Crisp and Sena- 
tor John Shagp Williams, of Missis- 
sippi, leader of the Bryan-Wilson 
forces. 

Before the convention was called to 
order there was an excited conference 
in the Missouri delegation. 

“The South Dakota Steal.” 

Senator Luke Lea, leader ofthe Bry- 
an forces; former Senator DuBois,

Senator 
Devid Francis were gathered in a 
group discussing what Senator Lea 
termed “the South Dakota steal,” Lea, 
in no uncertain terms, took the Clark 
Missourians to task for their attitude 
toward the South Dakota contest, 
where the Wilson delegates were dis- 
Placed by Clark men, by the majority 
report of the credentials committee. 

When the group broke up, Senator 
Lea hurried to the platform to plaa 
the fight on the credentials majority 
report.

The ten Wilson delegates had been 
unseated by the credentials committee 
and the Clark delegation substituted 
after the national committee had put 
its seal of approval on the Wilson del- 
egwates. 

The credentials committee based its 
action upon the claim that two Clark 
tickets had tegether polled more votes 
than the Wilson ticket. The Clark 
delegation seated by the credentials 
committee oppeared on the South Da- 
kota ballot under the head, “Wilson- 
Clark-Bryan democracy.” It secured 
about 400 less votes than the Wilson 
ticket. A straight ticket headed 
“Clark for president,” polled about 
2,000 less votes than either of the 
others, 

The credentials 


committee turned 


out the Wilson delegates by a narrow 


vote, 28 to 23, and Wilson men on the 
committee announced at once their in- 
tention to carry the fight to the floor 
of the convention, 

There was much noise and confusion 
in the convention hall during the wait 
for the proceedings to begin. The band 
kept up a lively racket. “Dixie” was 
played many times and always brought 
out a cheer. Then for the first time 
during theconvention the bank struck 
up “Tammany.” It was greeted with 
hisses as well as cheers. 

Great Crowd in Armory. 

For the first time since the con- 
vention opened on Tuesdaye every 
seat on the floor and in the galleries 
was filled. The big galleries at each 
end of the hall were masses of fiut- 
tering fans. The hest was oppressive 
and again today the-.coat, as a gar- 
ment, was thoroughly discredited. 

Half on Lour after the time set for 
convening, the aisles were crowded 
with delegates and the leaders were 
still conferring on the platform. 

Galleriés and floors rose and stood 
as the band played “The Star Spangled 
Banner.” 

The heat grew more intense and the 
delegates grew restless. - 

The opening had already been de- 
layed forty minutes and the leaders 
were still talking together. Repre- 
sentative Henry, of Texas, had joined 
the group. 

The crowd had steadily grown anid 
every aisle in the galleries was filled. 
Under the galleries solid banks of 
spectators stood. Many climbei into 
the lower girders of the steel frame- 
work supporting the galleries. 


Doors Were Being Hushed. 


The police, worried by the size of 
the crowd, tightened up their lines. 
Long before the presiding officer made 
any effort to call the convention to 
order, Robert F. Crain, chairman of 
the Baltimore convention committee, 
reported at the platform that doors 
were being rushed, ushers and door- 
keepers were helpless by reasan of 
lack of organization, and that the 
situation was dangerous. The police 
were unable to cope with 
tion because the convention authori- 
ties would not consent to the closing 
of any entrances. 

Mr. Crain estimated that thousands 
crowded into the hall who were not 
entitled to admission. Ticket holdes 
who had not arrived early found their 
seats occupied. 

There appeared little hope that the 
session could be conducted with any 
semblance of decorum from the mo- 
ment demonstrations were started. 

A Missouri delegate with a’ bundle 
of Champ Clark lithographs weat 
around the floor tacking the pictures 
to state standards. He placarded Cal- 
ifcrnia,. Colorado, Wyoming and Ar- 
kansas. When he reached this point 
a shout of “tear it down; take it 
away,” broke from rows of the dele- 
gates. In a flash the pictures had 
been stripped from the Wyoming and 
Arkansas standards.

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BILL PROVIDES 
NEW BANK LAWS 


Senate Committee Hears Fa- 
vorable Comment of Prom- 
; inent Bankers. 


A bill which is of direct interest 
to every bank, banker, depositor and 
stockholder in the state was yester- 
day afternoon considered by the bank- 
ing committee of the two houses in 
a lengthy session of nearly four hours. 

The bill was introduced in the s@n- 
ate yesterday. It seemed to meet with 
the appreval of the committeemen, and 
several prominent bankers who were 
present. 

O. A. Parks, a Macon banker, who, 
as attorney for the Georgia Bankers’ 
Association, had a large part in con- 
structing the new banking Dill, reed 
and discussed the main sections of the 
proposed law. 

The bill ig largely a systematic re- 
vision and codification of the present 
state *hanking laws. The act seeks 
to put the banks of the state on a 
business-like running basis, with an 
expert superintendent in charge. It¥ 
would create a department of banking, 
charged with the execution of all laws 
relating to banks. The chief officer 
of the department is to be known as 
the superintendent of banks, who shall 
be appointed by the governor for »e 
term of four years. The bill also pr?- 
vides for the incorporation of banks 
and the amendment, renewal and sur- 
render of charters; it provides for pea- 
a@lties for the violations of banking 
laws. Other features are lengthily 
dealt with in the act.

The legislature will adopt the insur- 
ance commission bill, according to 
members of the joint committee on in- 
surance. The bill was launched at the 
1911 session of the legislature, but was 
not framed in time to be threshed out 
before the committ@e and sent to both 
houses for passage. 

The bill provides for the creation of 
a department of insurance and carries 
with it am annual appropriation of 
$7,500. 

The bill was discussed Thursday aft- 
ernoon by the joint committee of the 
house and the senate, within three 
hours after its introduction in the 
house. Only three amendments were 
suggested. One recommendation ig to 
exempt industrial companies from the 
medical examination clause, another is 
to require the insurance commissioner 
do report the result of his inspection 
of a company within sixty days, and 
the third fixes the time within which 
the companies must pay losses. 

The amendments to the bill will be 
sent to the house in the shape of @ 
recommendation, to Le threshed out 
when the measure is called from the 
calendar for passage. Members of the 
committee differ as to whethér the pro. 
vision fixing the time within which 
companies must settle losses conflicts 
with the Dodson law, which provides 
that companies are liable to 25 per cent 
damages in addition to the loss for 
failure to settle within the time fixed 


by that statute, 
There is a difference of opinion as 


to whether the act will be construed 
as unconstitutional because it provides 
that the comptroller general shall be 
styled “insurance commissioner,” un- 
der the act, as the code‘is not explicit 
on the question of dual officeholding. 
The law proposed by the commission 
is similar to the laws in vogue in 
many of the states. It authorizes the 
commission to examine the affairs and 
regulate the businesg of insurance com- 
panies doing business in Georgia. It 
requires insurance agents, solicitors 
and officers of insurance companies: 
doing business in the state to secure 
a license from the department of j|n- 
surance. 
Under the bill, companies doing in- 
dustrial, health and accident business 
shall have a minimum capital of $25,- 
000. This stipulation was put into the 
bill to eliminate illegitimate companies

“TI, for one, am-not willing that Ryan 
and Belmont should come here with 
their paid attorneys and seek secret 
conference with the managers of the 
party. No sense of ~politeness will 
keep me from protecting my party.” 

Mr. Bryan said he could not speak 
for the delegates; they had their own 
responsibility. If the delegates want- 
ed the mén mentioned to run the cun- 
vention, Mr. Bryan said he and those 
he represented wanted a chance to go 
on record. He refused to take the re- 
sponsibility of doing otherwise, 

Names Belmont and Ryan. 

“T’'ll make you a proposition.” said 
Mr. Bryan; “one of the men—Mr. Bel 
mont—sits with New York; the other 

Mr. Ryan—with the Virginia delega- 
tion. If New York will take.a poll of 
its vote, and if a majority—not Mr. 
Murphy, but a majority of its dele- 
gates, will protest against the with- 
drawal of Mr. Belmont, and if Virginia 
on roll call will protest against the 
withdrawal of Mr. Ryan, I will with- 
draw the last part of my resolution 
requesting their withdrawal from the 


convention. But I will not withdraw 
the first part, which demands that our 
candidate shall be frée from entangle- 
ment with these men.” Again the con- 
vention was in an uproar, and Mr. 
Bryan found it difficult to proceed. 

Repregentative Flood, of Virginia, 
asked for recognition and Mr. Bryan 
yielded to him, While Mr. Flood was 
waiting for the convention to quiet, 
he indulged in a sharp interchange 
with Mr. Bryan, the latter finally step- 
ping back and taking his seat on the 
platform. Applause and interruptions 
prevented Mr.. Flood from speaking for 
several minutes. - 

“In the name of that sovereign state 
of Virginia,” shouted Flood, “I accept 
the insolent proposition by the only 
man in this convention who wants to 
destroy democratic success.” 

This brought many of the delegates 
to their feet with a rar. While the 
disturbance was on, Mr, Ryan arose 
from hie place in the Virginia delega- 
tion ahd got a shout of greeting from 
those seated near him. 

Mr. Flood, after accepting the Bryan 
challenge, retired, The New York dele- 
gation had been missing up to this 
time-—engaged in'a state caucus. They 
came in while the uproar was going 
on, and added to the tumult. 

While a dozeh men were trying from 
the platform to bring the convention 
to order, Sénator-elect Vardaman, of 
Mississippi, came to the front of the 
platform and made an appeal for or- 
der. 

“You cannot settle anything by 
use of your throats,’ he shouted to

Vardaman Pleads for Reason. 
“The time has come for reason, mod- 
eration and thought. You cannot af- 
ford to throw away the opportunity 

now before the democratic party.”

Mr. Bryan, resuming his argument, 
said he would modify his resolution 
as to Virginia and the unseating of 
Mr. Ryan, as two men had spoken for 
that state objecting to the latter part 
of his resolution. 

“Does New York ask the withdrawal 
of the last part of the resolution,” 
questioned Mr, Bryan. 

“No, no,” came from the floor. 

“Withdraw it yourself,” shouted 
some one.

McCorkle Replies to Bryan. 

Ex-Governor William A. McCorkle, 
of West Virginia, opened the debate 
in opposition to the Bryan resolution, 
declaring the democratic party had not 
been controlled by Interests. 

When McCorkle declared the resolu- 
tion “foolish” and condemned Mr. 
Bryan, the latter moved to a seat be- 
side the speaker. A voice from the 
floor, “Hit him again.” 

“Go for him,” shouted a delegate.

Governor McCorkle said the resolu- 
tion couid only produce strife and 
trouble, and had put success further 
off than it had been “half an hour 
ago.”
